get the genuine Irishmen’ of 
this era,:‘you must go ‘to the 
trenches of France and Flanders, 
the Balkans and the Dardanelles. 
To get the Irishmen his kinsmen 
,are proud of you must see him 
courting dangers, not running 
away from them. The, Emerald 


Isle has been ringing for months | - 


‘with the deeds of sons like Mich- 
ael O'Leary, V. C., who, single 
handed, fought and vanquished 
a whole squad of the enemy in 
the early days of the war. ° 
When the score of Dublin reb- 
els are only a shameful memory, 
the Irish heroism of O’Leary and 
many others like him will be im- 
mortalized in bronze and marble 
from Derry to Bantry Bay. 
' John Redmond represented 
Ireland when he said in the com- 
mons: “Ireland’s sons will take 
care of Ireland. The Catholics 
of the south will stand shoulder 
to shoulder with their Protest- 
ant fellow-countrymen of the 
north to fight the common foe.” 


Let us, therefore, not em- 
phasize the treachery of the 
Dublin rebels too strongly. That 
handful of irreconcilables—of 
whom prototypes are found in 
all countries—does not represent 
the’ Ireland of 1916.

WHY WE SHOULD SAVE AND HOW. 


A pamphlet has been issued 
by the parliamentary war suv- 
ings committee in Britain en- 
titled “Why We Must Save and 
How.” As it is intended to 
illustrate the possibilities of sav- 
ing by all classes there are nec- 
essarily many hints calculated 
to be of value the world over and 
especially in affiliated countries, 
In the first place it combats the, 
notiion, that those people who 
spend all they make are ‘neces- 
sarily benefiting trade. On the 
contrary those who save wisely 
advantage themselves, _ their 
neighbors’ and theit country. 
Spending money on luxury gives 
a certain amount of employment 
but nothing like the employment 
that ievestment in desirable and’ 
necessary articles does. 


The pamphlet says that thrift 
is a national duty, so that the 
money thus saved may be invest- 
ed with the government and 
points out that the more goods 
we buy at home and the more 
we make and send abroad the 
richer the country becomes. 

Among other lines suggested 
where economy can be practised 
the pamphlet says: | 
“Women are the main power 
in the campaign for thrift. As 
leaders of the home they can 
best foster economy in food and 
clothing. It is in dress that 


|}women coyld best economize. 


Simplicity of material does not 
mean less attractiveness.” 

The giving of presents .on all 
trivial occasions is discouraged 
and, when given, they should be 
of an inexpensive and ‘useful 
character. It says that presents 
and gifts might take the form of 
war-loan vouchers. 

In closing the pamphlet says: 
“Economy today means riches 
in the future,” and “the only 
luxury the Empire can afford is 
victory.”
